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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Newly submitted claims 25-73 directed to an invention that is independent or 
distinct from the invention originally claimed for the following reasons: the presentation 
of each invention appears to be a generic approach to lumping multiple inventions into 
one application. The original application claimed an automated software production tool; 
while, the present claims appear to be an attempt to disguise what is claimed (such as 
claim 25 which claims merely causing the computer to perform the following process). 
Therefore, as best interpreted the closest claim that appears related to the previously 
claimed invention appears to be claim 25. The other claims dependent on claim 25 
appear to be an attempt to justify the need for the other independent clams. The 
applicant's labeling of some of the claims is a clear indication that the inventions are 
different from each other and the original invention. Therefore, each of the claims 
dependent on claim 25 that branch off to the newly claimed inventions should be 
grouped with those inventions and therefore will not be addressed here. Furthermore, 
since claim 25 appears to be the only claim directed toward the original invention, it is 
considered the elected invention. 

Since applicant has received an action on the merits for the originally presented 
invention, this invention has been constructively elected by original presentation for 
prosecution on the merits. Accordingly, claims 26-73 are withdrawn from consideration 
as being directed to a non-elected invention. See 37 CFR 1.142(b) and MPEP § 
821.03.
